Foimer resident works on 
new Los Angeles Metro 


“One of the responsibilities of each genera¬ 
tion is to lay grounds for the next genera¬ 
tion,” Ronald W. Pulling told the News 
recently. 

Pulling, a former Sierra Madrean, is res¬ 
ponsible for the engineering design of the 16 
stations, approximately a mile apart, of the 
new L.A. Metro subterranean railway proposed 
for the Los Angeles basin. 

The News interviewed Pulling while he 
visited with former school friends at the 
hotne of his sister, Kitty Shadforth, a week 
ago when he was in town to continue work 
on the project. 

“Success of a democratic society is based 
on the future concern we have for others. 
The thing we can’t do is pave more high¬ 
ways because we have the problem of where 
to put them,” Pulling said. 

He explained the Metro will reshape the 
city so that there will be “more high rises, 
more concentratirtn, more new vistas. People 
who can’t drive will have alternative routes 
without being burdened. Ecologically it is 
far less air polluting since it is run by 
electricity. In terms of cost it is expensive 
because it will be constructed within the tunnel 
but in saving time it’s cheap. In our society, 
time is money.” 

The cost of this RTD-sponsored project? 
“In the $l(X)s of millions.” 

The line will start at Union Station then 
go to Civic Center, Wilshire, Fairfax to Holly¬ 
wood, to Hollywood Hills, then to the Valley, 
and the last station of the 19-mi. segment 
will be just past Universal City, he said. 

Pulling has been engineering consultant 
for 10 years to the large international engineer¬ 
ing firm called TAMS, located in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Before that he was with the 
Federal Aviation Administration for 30 years. 

Immediately following graduation from 
UC Berkeley he went with the State of 
California Highway Department preceding his 
tenure with the FAA. 


Although Pulling was born in Los Angeles, 
he came with his family to Sierra Madre 
when he was 5 and went through school 
here, graduating from PCC before going on to 
Berkeley. He also received a fellowship and 
attended Princeton University. 

“All my life I have been involved with 
design and development of airports and aviation 
systems ail over the world,” Pulling explained. 
He named a few; Brazil, Nicaragua, Bankok, 
Iran (before the Shah was deposed), Amman, 
Jordan. 

Where does one start in master planning? 
First, he said, you determine the forecast of 
demand of air needs concerning international 
trade, demographics, population growth, inter¬ 
national flight patterns, isolation from the 
rest of the world. One takes into considera¬ 
tion the demand ll-jw of pa.ssengcrs for over 
a 25-yr. period. “Compare that with the 
capacity at present and the future needs, 
then match the two.” 

Pulling also explained things to look for 
in determining location of airports: no moun¬ 
tains or obstructions, impact of noise, close 
access to a population center, construction 
cost that is not too expensive. 

“Then you go through the layout so it 
operates in the most efficient manner con¬ 
cerning future trends, the size of the air¬ 
craft and the number of operations,” Pulling 
continued. Detailed design of the buildings 
must be considered, then those designs and
